SURVEY OF NEEDS 
OF ATLANTA URGED 
BY LABOR LEADERS 


Trade Federation Favors 
Bond Issue To Push 
Through Civic Improve- 
ment Program. 


Resolutions urging the mayor and 
general council to have a comprehen- 
sive survey made by the present bond 
commission or some similar represent- 
ative body to cover the present needs 
of Atlanta and to formulate a civie 
improvement program which will 
adequately safeguard the welfare of 
the city and promote its progress 
were adopted Wednesday night at an 
enthusiastic meeting, with a large and 
representative attendance, of the At- 
lanta Federation of Trades. 

The federation of trades pointed out 
in the resolution that there are many 
uncompleted projects as well as im- 
provements badly needed which have 
not been undertaken because bond 
funds are not availal The resolu- 
tions show that among the important 
civie projects which are needed are 
the meeting of the Elsas offer for a 
pay ward at Grady hospital, Carnegie 
library expansion, Battle Hill sana- 
tarium, the airport, street develop- 
ments, and the sewage and disposal 
plant. ' 

The resolutions instruct officers of 
the federation to assist in every way 
possible in assuring this survey, and 
to use the influence of the federation 
to see that colored -citizens receive 
schools and other improvements prom- 
ised in past and future bond issues. 

Resolutions Passed. 


The resolutions follow: 

“Whereas, approaching completion 

of certain public improvements under- 
taken with 1926 bond funds reveals 
many uncompleted projects as well as 
improvements badly needed but not 
undertaken because no bond funds are 
available, ._ 
» “Whereas, among these needed civic 
insproverments --vital to the city’s 
growth and welfare are Grady hos- 
pital, including the meeting of the 
Elsas offer for the pay ward; Car- 
negie library, Battle Hill Sanatorium, 
municipal airport, street developments 
such as extension of Broad street and 
Ivy street, sewage disposal plant, 
parks, equipment of school buildings 
erected under the 1926 issue, comple- 
tion of school: projects undertaken or 
promised out of the 1926 bond issue, 
especially schools for negroes and 
other necessary projects. 

“Whereas, it is the sense of the 
federation that before any amount is 
specified and submitted by council a

TALMADGE COTTON 
ESTIMATE FLAY ED 


V. C. Childs, U. S. Statis- 
tician for Georgia, Says 
961,000-Bale Figure Is 
“Ridiculous.”

The estimate of the Georgia cotton 
crop for 1928 made by Eugene Tal- 
madge, commissioner of agriculture, 
and fixing the total at 961,000 bales 
is characterized as “ridiculous” by V. 
C. Childs, United States department 
of agriculture statistician for Geor- 
gia, in a statement issued Wednes- 
day. 

“The estimate of 961,000 bales, 
when 1,009,000 bales had been ginned 


before the estimate was prepared, is 
as ridiculous as the October 26 es- 
timate of 841,000 bales, also prepared 
by the state department of agriculture 
and described by Commissioner Tal- 
madge as being the closest check on 
the actual production of the cotton 
crop ever made in the state of Geor- 
gia. Of course, criticism based on 
these estimates is just as ridiculous 
as are the estimates,” Mr. Childs said 
in his statement. 

Commissioner Talmadge Wednesday 
night said he had made his estimates 
on actual reports of cotton gins at a 
time when 95 per cent of the cotton 
had been ginned. He said he had 
received more than 1,500 reports from 
all parts of the state. 

“I would also like to call atten- 
tion to the fact that the government's 
estimate itself was cut,” Commissioner 
Talmadge said. “The first figures 
made public estimated the crop at 

,060, bales and this later was 
cut to 995.000 bales.” 

Mr. Childs said the actual number 
of cotton bales ginned in Georgia to 
December 13 was 48,000 greater than 
the estimate of the state department 
of agriculture released for publica- 
tion on the same date. 

Commissioner Talmadge, commis- 
sioner of agriculture for 
time ago charged that

Irwin Writes 


GLEAMED NOTES FROM EXPERTS 


Of South American Tour 


Impressions 


BY WILL IRWIN.

The Englishman who tours the 
United States for two weeks and 
writes a book about it has long been 
a joke with Americans—and equally 


with the British. 

Now, looking over my diaries and 
notes as a camp follower of the 
Hoover cruise to South America, I 
find that in our voyage of seven 
weeks we had only 15 days ashore; 
and even that scanty time was clut-. 
tered with much delightful, official 
entertainment. 

To write anything about it with an 
authoritative air would seem as hu- 
morously foolish as the performance 
of the traditional Briton. 

Tabloid Information. 

At least, on first sight. But I re- 
member as I look back that we were 
going all the time through a process 
of intensive education, of cramming. 
Our sensitive hosts understood that 
we had come mostly for the purpose 
of getting information; and they fur- 
nished it to us in human tabloid form. 

Everywhere, without exception, ex- 
perts on finance, politics, commerce, 
education, all national institutions, 
met Herbert Hoover at the dock with 
the presidente, and stood at his service 
day and night throughout his stay. 

Against their human tendency to 
give him too rosy a view, Mr. Hoover 
had as corrective first his own thor- 
ough book-knowledge of South Amer- 
ica, acquired during his term as sec- 
retary of commerce, and second, infor- 
mation from American diplomats, mer- 
chants and engineers long resident in 
these countries. 


When Mr. Hoover was not holding 
with them his fruitful half-hour ses- 
sions, they spilled over onto the 
newspaper men; and we cross-ques- 
tioned them shamelessly. Even the 
picturesque and delightful luncheons, 
dinners and receptions were not dead 
losses to our education. Almost al- 
ways one found beside him a native 
who spoke some common language; 
and the symposium went on. 

Exchange of Ideas. 

Finally, during the long sea pass- 
ages between port and port, half of the 
conversation consisted of exchange of 
information. While we came home 
short on the sense of the atmosphere— 
time alone can give that—those who 
wished to learn had perhaps as good 
an idea of the central forces and mo- 
tives in Latin American civilization 
anc. culture as they would have ac- 
quired in a year's stay under normal 
circumstances. That is my apology— 
mine and that of the rest of us—for 
daring to draw some general conclu- 
sions. 

At this moment, my ere still filled 
with picturesque flashes of majestic 
mountains, brown deserts, fertile parfi- 
pas, gracious upland valleys and smil- 
ine cities—I think of it as the neglect- 
ed continent—neglected by the thought 
and enterprise of the outer world. 

Beth South America and the Unit- 
ed States drew their first white set- 
tlers, their impulse toward progress. 
their basic ideas, from the overseas 
neucleii 
which we all belong in common. 

Now Argentina is boasting one line 
of steamships which in favorable 
weather make the voyage to France 
in thirteen days. while we cross to 
Europe in five days. That is the 
first and most obvious reason—the re- 
moteness of South America. 


Andes and Amazon. 


There are other and special reasons, 
among them South America’s physical 
The Andes ferm the sec- 
ond highest mountain chain in the 

world, and they bisect South America 
lengthwise from the isthmus to the 
Horn. The Amazon, with the great- 
est volume of any river in the world, 
hisects it in the other direction from 
the Andean barrier to the Atlantic. 

So forthidable are these obstacles 
that the Andes have heen crossed only 
once by a railroad, and that since the 
beginning of this century; while the 
fat. sluggish, steaming Amazon still 
guards the greatest unexplored terri- 
tory in the world 

In telegraph dispaiches from the 
spot I described some of the difficul- 
ties of communication in Ecuador, ' 
where a passenger desiring to travel 
from Quito te a point some two or 
three hundred miles away does best to 
ge down to Guayaquil by railroad, 
take a steamer through the Panama 
canal to the east coast of Brazil, and 
then finish his jeurney by railroad.

And 
in spite of tramways, electric lights, 
flocks of automobiles, noble monu- 
ments, gorgeous and. tasteful public 
buildings, much of South America 
seems sOmehow to be living in an eco- 
nomis and industrial em through 
which we passed a generation ago. 
That era is, perhaps, even now 
coming to an end. With the post-war 
reconstruction through which the 
South American countries had to pass, 
even though they were not active bel- 
ligerents, has come a new burst of 
energy.

Why did Christ look for figs 
on the fig tree when He knew it 
was not the season for the tree 


to bear fruit, and knowing that, 

why then did He curse the tree? 

This incident has aroused much per- 
plexity in commentators on the New 
‘Testament. This tree bears two crops. 
Its real fruit does not mature until 
August. Though imperfect fruit ap- 
pears much earlier, figs sufficiently 
ripe to eat cannot be found before 
June either in Gallilee or Judea. 

Lagrange thinks we have here a 
symbolic miracle teaching the useless- 
ness ot mere religious profession with- 
out its actual manifestation in deeds. 
Other scholars are of the opinion that 
the event is a legend the origin of 
which is inexplicable. Possibly there 
was a fig tree already withered on the 
road from Bethlehem to Jerusalem 
with which popular allusion had 
busied itself, and the blighting of 
which was attributed to Jesus. 

The most probable explanation, how- 
ever, is that the parable of the fig 
tree in St. Luke vii, 6-9, dealing with 
the faithlessness of our Lord’s con- 
temporaries, has in course of time de- 
veloped into the account of the miracle 
which puzzles you and many others. 
You probably recall that it is record- 
ed by St. Matthew and St. Mark, but 
not by St. Luke.

In one of your answers you 
speak of the cost to the allied

Is this not a strong argument 
for preparedness and compulsory 
military training, at least on a 
small scale? 

I do not believe in the abolition of 
all armed defense at the present stage 
of civilization. Neither do 1 believe, 
however, that we can ever make our 
nation secure by armaments, and I 
note that you personally limit them 
to “a small scale.” As for compulsory 
military training, I hold that it is 
diametrically opposed to the historic 
spirit of American institutions and 
that it almost invariably injects into 
youth the war mind which has hereto- 


; fore devastated Kurope. 


Many who sustain these extreme 
measures as essential for national 
protection are near the lunatic fringe 
of super-patriotism. Their facts are 
out of focus, hence their opinions are 
distorted. They oppose free speech and 
insist that all who profess good citi- 


zenship shall travel on a single track, 
supervised and directed by them 
or by their superiors in the crusade 
for “Prussianism” in America. 

This it is and nothing else. In re- 
sisting the virulent evils which pro- 
duced the world conflict, quite a num- 
ber of our people were infected by 
them, and have since spoken and act- 
ed in a manner to make the ex-kaiser 
smile in derision. Intolerance and a 
fanatical faith in physical foree char- 
acterize their behavior. They spread 
false reports, employ secret agencies 
of espionage, prepare blacklists, abom- 
inate and avoid open debate and pro- 
ceed in ways which reveal an ap- 
palling ignorance of the essentials of 
the democracy they so vociferously ap- 
plaud.

After unloading and reloading the 
President Roosevelt sailed at 4:45 
p. m., passing the incoming Cunarder, 
which docked at 5:10 p. m. with 215 
passengers, about half the number 
carried on her first voyage three 
weeks ago. ‘The Caronia started her 
northward voyage at 8:35 p. m. with 
160 passengers. 

The President Roosevelt in the last 
12 hours of her run attained a speed 
of 20 knots which enabled her to set 
a new record for the trip from New 
York. Cuban government officials 
congratulated Captain Theodore Van 
Beek on his remarkable voyage. 

Both vessels in their trip to Havana 
ploughed through a southeast storm of 
hurricane force off Cape Hatteras on 
Sunday when the President Roosevelt 
passed the Caronia. 

Describing the storm, Captain Hos- 
sack, of the Caronia, said, “A torren- 
tial rain beat down upon us practical- 
ly all day Sunday and with heavy 
seas rolling and wind which at times 
reached a velocity of 75 miles an hour 
we barely crept along until we were 
through the storm area.”

IS AWARDED D.S.C. 
AFTER TEN YEARS 


Washington, January 9.—(4)— 
Award of the distinguished service 
cross was announced tuday by the war 
department to Captain Frederick L. 
Wyatt, of the infantry reserves, now 
serving with the Veterans’ Bureau at 
Birmingham, Ala. Captain Wyatt, 
while in France with the 167th in- 
fantry, Forty-Second division, led his 
company across the Ourcg river near 
Sergy, France, on July 28, 1918, under 
heavy enemy artillery and machine 
gun fire and upon reaching the oppo- 
site side attacked the enemy and al- 
though severely wounded he continued 
to lead his company to the enemy's 
position. 

Before reaching his objective Cap- 
tain Wyatt personally organized and 
led a squad of his company forward 
and captured a machine gun _ nest, 
which was holding up the advance. 
Captain Wyatt’s devotion to duty was 
a great inspiration to his men, the 
citation said, as he remained in com- 
mand until his objective was reached, 
when, due to his severe wounds, he 
fell unconscious and was taken out.

Mr. Wilson expressed. the 
opinion that a determined effort will 
be made to have congress levy a duty 
upon the products of Porto Rico and 
the Philippine islands the same as 
that of foreign countries. He called 
attention to a recent resolution unani- 
mously passed by his organization to 
that effect. 

“Vegetable oils and other products 
of the Philippine islands,” he stated, 
“are permitted to enter the United 
States duty free, and in competition 
with similar products grown in this 
country. Figures recently issued by 
the department of commerce indicate 
that the importations of coconut oil 
and copra for the year just ended 
totaled more than a third of the entire 
domestic production of cottonseed oil. 


Critical Situation. 


“Coconut trees coming into produc- 
tion, according to the figures givea 
by the secretary of agriculture, and 
natural resources of the Philippine is- 
lands indicate that within the next 
three or four years the output will 
exceed the entire production of cot- 
tonseed oil in this country. Obvious- 
ly, this is a situation that should be 
remedied and it is our hope that 
congress will take the necessary steps 
to protect American agricultural in- 
terests from this constantly inucreas- 
ing stream of oil and other competi- 
tive products flowing from the Phil- 
ippines and Porto Rico.” 


As one of those who will attend

TAX COMMISSION 


OF N. C. ADVISES 
‘GAS’ TAX INCREASE 


Raleigh, N. C., January 9.—(/)— 
Declaring that neither industry nor 
property can bear additional taxation, 
a portion of the report o. the state 
tax commission was presented to the 
general assemLly at its opening ses- 
sion toduy. ‘The report limited its 
recommendations largely to changes 
in taxation methods. 

The commission; however, took oc- 
casion to recommend, among its few 
proposals for increased revenue, that 
the state tax on gasoline consumption 
be increased from four to five cents 
per gallon, the revenue thus derived 
to be applied by the state on highways 
now kept up by the counties. Such 
action, it was pointed out, would re- 
lieve the counties of the property tax 
now imposed for this purpose. 

The report also recommended that 


‘the franchise of electric lines and the 


power companies and express com- 
panies be increased from 1 per cent 
of the gross revenue to three and one- 
half per cent and made this its prin- 


| cipal proposal for increased revenue. 


The recommendations involved two 
amendments. One, de- 
signed to reduce the tax on intangible 


| personal property, would give the gen- 
eral 


assembly authority to adopt 
“such reasonable classification of any 
particular class of property it may 
find to be just.” The other would 
change the method of taxing timber 
lands. Cutover timber lands would 
be retained on the tax books on a 
naked land value basis, growing tim- 
ber to pay a severance tax on a per- 
centage of the sales value of the tim-

TO FLU SUFFERERS 


Winter Haven, Fla., January 9.— 
(P)—Citrus shippers in different parts 
ef the state were packing 20 carloads 
of grapefruit today, to be rushed to 
the larger cities in the eastern and 
middle western states as a gift from 
the Florida Citrus Growers Clearing 
House to influenza sufferers.

GOVERNOR VETOES 


KELLOGG WAR PACT 
GETS DOSE OF ORATORY 


Washington, January 9.—(4)—The 
Kellogg anti-war treaty drifted on the 
listless waves of oratory today as the 
senate found itself unable to reach an 
agreement on an interpretative resolu- 
tion on the pact and the foes of the 
treaty prepared a final drive for such 


a resolution. 

Hopes for an understanding which 
would pave the way to u vote by to- 
morrow or before the end of the weck 
still were held tonight by some lead- 
ers but Chairman Borah, of the for- 
eign’ relations committee, sponsur of 
the bill, dug in for a finish fight. 

Confident of the votes for ratifica- 
tion of the treaty without reservation 
or interpretation, Senatér Borah is not 
worrying about a compromise. 

However, a group of senate leaders 
anxious to get action this session on 
farm relief, as well as on the pending 
eruiser construction bill, are bending 
every effert to bring the treafy de 
bate to a close. They are the ones 
hopeful of an agreement. 

Blaine Puts Up Resolution. 

Meanwhile, Senator Blaine, repub- 
lican, Wisconsin, today carried on the 
drive for an interpretation of the 
pact. He put forward his resolution 
to declare it the sense of the sénate 
that the note of Great Britain ‘reserv- 
ing the right to defend her territories 
should not be considered as a reserva- 
tion to the treaty. 

After a lengthy argument by the 
Wisconsin senator, Senators Walsh, of 
Massachusetts, and McKellar, of Ten- 
nessee, democrats, swelled the total 
of democratic support for the pact. 
Walsh indorsed the treaty as “a for- 
ward step toward world peace, but 
whether a large step or a tiny step 
the future will disclose.”

Sports Promoter’s Autobiog- 
raphy Tells How Sheriff 
Held Mob at Bay. 


This is the only autobiography written 
by Tex Rickard. It was prepared in 
collaboration with Bozeman Bulger for 
publication exclusively by The Consti- 
tution and the North American News- 
paper Allian.e. Shortly before Rick- 
ard’s death he discussed with Bulger 
plans for publication of these memoirs 
in book form. Following is the third 
instalment of the autobiography, which 
is appearing in daily chapters.

Collaboration Withs Bozeman 
Bulger.) 

Though the promotion of big box- 
ing matches has brought me consid- 
erable fortune it always has seemed 
to me more like a plaything than a 
business. ‘To me the game is real 
sport. I get just as much thrill out 
of pulling off a successful fight as 
the golfer does in making his best 
score. 

When I tell you that the amount 
of money invested, earned or lost has 
never given me much concern I um 
likely to be accused of exaggeration. 
I assure you, though, that such is the 
fact. Money itself never meant any- 
thing more to me than one of the fac- 
tors to be moved in a game—like a 
pawn in chess. 

Wonder Expressed. 

I have seen frequent references to 
what writers call my nerve or game- 
ness in making enormous offers of 
money to land a fight. They have 
expressed wonder at the chances I 
took. - 

“How do you know,” one man 
writes, “that the men you deal with 
will be honest? How do you figure 
them as being on the square?” 

That reference to nerve always 
gives me a laugh. To offer big money 
for a fight is not a matter of game- 
ness. I fail to see where any nerve 
is required in paying out money that 
you feel pretty sure of getting back 
with a profit vesides. As I say, the 
money itself means nothing to me. 
It is simply a thing to be used in 
playing the gamie. 

As to depending on the honesty of 
people, I always have done that. Real 
people are nearly always honest. If 
I judge a man to be a rat I don’t deal 
with him. With fighters, for in- 
stance, I have never had the slight- 
est argument over money or agree- 
ments. A few of the little two-by- 
four managers have shown rat ten- 
dencies, but it didn’t take long to 
find them out. 

Real gameness, to my way of think- 
ing, has nothing to do with money. 
It is a personal quality. 

The gamest man I ever knew, for in- 
stance, was Cooper Wright, a sheriff 
in Texas. I was a young fellow abont 
the town of Henrietta then, just feel- 
ing my oats. 

A man had committed some crime. 
I forget just what at the moment, 
and was in the town calaboose. 

One day the cowboys all rode in 
town and began “lickering up” at the 
many pine-boarded saloons. In time 
nearly 200 of them got together ano 
marched on the calaboose to take the 
prisoner out and hang him. ‘They 
couldn’t wait on the law. 


Jailer Helpless. 


The jailer was helpless. The mob 
simply walked up to the jail, kicked 
open the door and yanked the prisun- 
er out. They dragged him to a tele- 
graph pole nearby and strung him up. 

With two other young fellows I 
watched this from the roof of a shed. 

Just as the body dangled and the 
cowboys shot their guns off in the 
air, Cooper Wright, the sheriff, came 
on the run. He was all alone—had 
no support. 

The sheriff pulled his six-shooter 
out and stood on the step of the cala- 
boose.

Expected to Fight Again. 

Unless there is a shakeup in the 
program, this means Dempsey’s next 
and probably last fight will take 
place at the Yankee stadium some 


time in September, more than ten 
years after he won the heavyweight 
title from Jess Williard and three 
years, to the month, after he lost 
it to Gene Tunney. 

His-.opponent will be selected, if 
Rickard’s well-laid plans go through, 
from an elimination process invloving 
four men. Two of them, Youn 
Stribling and Jack Sharkey, wil 
fight the first test matéh at Miami 
Beach February 27 in a bout which 
will find Dempsey in a _ promoter’s 
rele for the first time. Pauline uz- 
cudun and Tom Heeney, unless the 
latter decides not to compete, will 
meet in a second elimination contest 
in May, the winner to box the vic- 
tor of the Sharkey-Stribling match 
to decide Dempsey’s opponent. Hee- 
ney’s place may be filled by some 
other contender, but three prelimi- 
naries to the grand climax are 
planned. 

“Rickard did a lot for me in the 
years we worked together,” said 
Dempsey. “I have had great confi- 
dence in his judgment and great re- 
spect for his friendship .from the 
time I first met him at Goldfield, 
back about 1911, when I was just a 
kid and boxing only now and then as 
an amateur. He never gave me a 
bad steer. 

To Carry On. 

“The best thing I ean think of 
to do is carry-on as I knew he wanted 
me to do. We shared a financial 
interest in this Miami Beach fight 
and that’s one reason why I am go- 
ing back there to try to put it over.” 

Dempsey may qualify his announce- 
ment of a forthcoming come-back to 
the extent of saying it depends on 
whether he can regain his old fight- 
ing condition. Those close to him, 
however, do not believe any serious 
obstacles will arise. 

The directors of Madison Square 
Garden, whether or not they have 
their eye on Dempsey as a possible 
successor to Rickard’s titular role in 
boxing, are understood to favor a 
fighting come-back by the former 
champion. For one thing, they are 
anxious to further Rickard’s program 
for a revival of heavyweight interest 
by crowning Tunney’s successor, at 
the same time endeavoring to recoup 
the losses suffered in 1928, 

Without the participation of Demp- 
sey, it is not believed any series of 
heavyweight tests would produce a 
generally recognized champion or de- 
velop much financial profit.
